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It is officially called Riverfront Stadium, but in its short 
existence, the home of the Cincinnati Reds has taken on some 
unofficial names as well, such as the House of Excitement 
and the Home of Champions. 

The plush circular stadium didn’t open until June 30, 1970, 
but already been the scene of two World Series, two Cham- 
pionship Series and an All-Star game. 

A throng of 51,050 was on hand to see the first pitch in 
the opener and the fans have continued to fill the parking 
areas around the stadium and crowd the pedestrian bridge 
to downtown Cincinnati ever since. 

Approximately 54% million fans have watched games at 
Riverfront in the 242 seasons of its existence. 

The single game attendance record was broken five times 
during the exciting 1972 season, including the turnout of 
56,040 fans turned on by the final game of the most closely- 
contested World Series ever staged.

Howsam’s goal: 


produce talent, 
seldom trade 


A big part of Bob Howsam’s reputation as a baseball man 
has been built on his success as a manipulator of manpower, 
a trader of talent, a dealer of diamond delight. 

Howsam has been, in short, a bartering baseball boss 
whether he was working as General Manager of the Reds 
or, prior to his arrival on the Cincinnati scene, in the same 
capacity with the St. Louis Cardinals. 


But Howsam, operating head of the Reds’ baseball for- 
tunes as Executive Vice-President, never expects to get into 
a game of “Can You Top This?” with himself, Some of base- 
ball’s most noted traders in the past developed a compulsion 
for swapping players. Propose any kind of a deal and, well, 
sit down, fellow, and we'll see what we can do. 


Instead, Howsam is constantly working toward a goal, an 
ambition to make no trades at all. No trades? None, nil, zero. 


Howsam hasn’t become a sun worshipper who wants no 
spend all his time at the winter meetings, where most big 
deals are consummated, on the beach or around the pool. He 
has no intention of turning baseball’s convention into a 
vacation. 

He just knows there’s a better way to run a baseball team, 
even if it is much more difficult to attain. 

“As far as a baseball executive is concerned,” says How- 
sam, “the ideal approach is for a club to build a farm system 
that is to productive it never has to go outside for help. 

“I’m not saying we'll ever reach the point of not making 
trades,” admits Howsam. “Very few teams have ever been 
able to do it, even for a short period of years. Realistically, 
it takes a combination of trades and your own products, But 
that’s the ideal, the perfect situation that we’re striving to 
reach.” 

It might seem uncharacteristic for Howsam to even be 
thinking in such terms. This is, after all, the man who engi- 
neered one. of the most talked-about trades in recent years, 
the eight-man swap with Houston that involved such reputable 
front-line players as Joe Morgan, Lee May, Denny Menke, 
Tommy Helms and Jack Billingham. 

This is a man who swapped for such celebrities as Roger 
Maris, baseball’s all-time (*) one-season home run hitter, 
and Orlando Cepada. This is a man who took a blue chip 
stock such as Vada Pinson and went speculating for unproven 
Bobby Tolan and Wayne Granger, who turned into instant 
blue-chippers. 

On the surface, it would seem to make little difference 
where a young player hones his talent. What does it matter 
if he learned his baseball in one farm system or another? 
Howsam has answers for that question. 

“When you deal for established players, you have to 
accept them as they are. Perhaps they are trained the way 
we want them and perhaps they aren’t. Often, with older 
players, it’s too late to change them.

“I’m a great believer in fundamentals,” says the man who 
has watched his team win the National League champion- 
ship twice in the last three seasons. “I know that a player 
who makes plays right improves his value to the club, Or, 
to put it the other way, it is the little things that are NOT 
executed at the critical time that lose games, 

“We know our own players, obviously, far better than 
we know players in other organizations. We know what can 
be expected of them. We know their strengths and their weak- 
nesses. We can indoctrinate them into the ways we want 
things done. 

“We. feel it’s important to have a definite program, but a 
program is no good if you can’t implement it,” Howsam con- 
tinued. “We’re proud of the personnel we have in our or- 
ganization, the instructors who can project our program. 

“We want speed, we want hustle, we want excitement,” 
concluded Howsam. “We think our fans deserve nothing less 
and we aim to give it to them.”

Tony Perez is Mr. Consistency for the Cincinnati Reds. 


Every year the Cuban Comet hits his 20 or more home runs, 
drives in 90 or more runs and maintains a batting average 
over .280. 

In 1972, for instance, Tony cracked 21 homers, knocked 
in 90 runs and batted .283. He has moved into fourth place 
on the all-time Reds list for homers with 183. He has driven 
in 90 or more runs six consecutive years, averaging 104 per 
year in the stretch. 

Tony is known for his ability to hit with men on base. 
“There’s no better hitter in the game when there is a man to 
chase home,” Manager Sparky Anderson said. 

Perez demonstrated his clutch hitting in the World Series. 
He led the Reds with a .435 average. 

One big series highlighted Perez’s season. He knocked in 11 
runs in a four-game sweep over the Cardinals, May 12-14. On 
his 30th birthday, May 14, Tony knocked in all six runs in the 
Reds’ 4-3 and 2-0 wins. 

Tony highlighted his “year” over the winter when he had a 
reunion with his parents, brothers and sisters on a visit to his 
native Cuba for the first time in 10 years. 

“When I get there, it some kind of feeling,” Perez said. “I 
can’t describe it. It just great to see my father. He not well, but 
it made him better to see me.”

Johnny Bench has been a-headline-maker for a good part of his 
young life, but never was he the subject of so many—and so divergent— 
headlines as. in 1972. 

Bench would. rather have said, no thanks, to many of them, par- 
ticularly early in the year, when he was being drowned in a Sea of boos 
from frustrated fans, and late in the year, when the young superstar had 
to undergo major Jung surgery. 

But a man like Bench can’t pick his headlines. He has to watch 
them all pile up. And there were many good ones during Johnny’s great 
1972 season, when he was voted the National League’s Most Valuable 
Player for the second time in three years. 

The best headline of. all, of course, came long after the season. It 
read: “Bench A-OK After Surgery.” 

The 25-year-old catcher turned the early boos into a season-long 
standing ovation as he bounced back from an “off” year in 1971 to lead 
all major league hitters with 40 home runs and 125 runs-batted-in. 

Along the way, Bench equalled an all-time National League record 
by smashing seven home runs in a five-game span. This was in late May 
and early June when the Reds were shooting from back in the pack’ to 
get into the Western Division race to stay. 

There was another homer binge for Bench and that one was even 
more meaningful to the transplanted Oklahoman. In a seven-game 
period in September, Bench sent seven baseballs into orbit to wrap up 
the homer title, 

What made the feat especially significant to Bench was that it came 
just after he had been informed that a routine physical examination, 
Which the club has for each player annually, turned up a spot on 
Bench’s lung. 

Another September headline: came when Bench was the surprised 
subject on a “This Is Your Life” show, taped by Ralph Edwards at 
home plate after a game at Riverfront Stadium: 

Bench was to think about the title of that show often between that 
time and his date with surgeons. But he put the worry out of his mind 
to go about his business as a baseball player in the Championship Series 
and World Series that followed. It was a clutch home run by Bench, in 
the last inning of the last game against Pittsburgh, that tied the score 
and let the Reds get into the Worlds Series against Oakland. 

After the disappointment of the near-miss World Championship, 
Bench was able to read that best headline of all, The surgery was per- 
formed and the lesion on Bench’s lung was proved fo be a benign 
fungus growth. He recuperated quickly over the winter and set his 
sights on more, and happier, headlines in 1973.

Tight defense and clutch hitting are the hallmarks 
of Denis Menke, the veteran Reds third baseman. 

“We finished just one game short of being base- 
ball’s World Champions and Denis Menke was a 
major reason why we got as far as we did,” Executive 
Vice-President and General Manager Bob Howsam 
praised. 

All summer Menke played third base with his 
vacuum-like glove. “Denis made big plays for us all 
year,” Manager Sparky Anderson pointed out. “Un- 
fortunately, most people have the tendency to take 
defense for granted unless it’s a really spectacular 
play. Denis is a real pro. 

“It bothers me,” Sparky continued, “when I see 
ground balls go through the infield that should be 
stopped. And that’s something I didn’t see last sum- 
mer with Menke at third base.” 

Menke has the reputation of being one of the 
game’s top hitters with men on base. He had 50 RBI 
last season, and when the Reds needed a big output 
in August, Denis came through. He knocked in 19 
runs that month and in one 16-game stretch had 14 
RBI. 

One of Denis’ biggest hits of the season came June 
25 against the Astros, A 10th inning double knocked 
in Tony Perez with the winning run, moving the 
Reds into first place for good.

Sparky Anderson, the Cincinnati manager, isn’t-much of a florist. He doesn’t have 
a degree in horticulture. But he does have a favorite variety of Rose. 

It’s called the Hardy Perennial and the first name is Pete. 

This is a Rose that bursts into full bloom in the middle of the summer and brightens 
the days of Reds’ fans for months. 

Perennial means this spectacular Rose does its thing year in and year out. Hardy 
means it is able to survive bad starts, injuries, mid-season slumps and any other threat 
to a .300 batting average. 

This Rose named Pete has been able to burst into .300 bloom for eight consecu- 
tive seasons, a feat matched by no other active player. 

It is a variety of Rose that obviously thrives in Cincinnati. ~

Young righthander Gary Nolan became the sev- 
enth Cincinnati Reds pitcher to lead the National 
League in winning percentage last season when he 
posted a .750 mark with a 15-5 record. 

And Gary very nearly was the earned run average 
champion, too, His 1.99 ERA just missed the win- 
ning 1.98 achieved by Philadelphia’s Steve Carlton. 

Nolan was the best pitcher in the league prior to 
the All-Star game. He had a 13-2 record, a gaudy 
1.81 ERA and was the first 10, 11 and 12-game win- 
ner in the NL. 

Gary enters the 1973 season with 76 career vic- 
tories, winning all of them before his 25th birthday 
which is May 27. Warren Spahn, for instance, didn’t 
win his first major league game until he was 25, And 
he went on to claim 363 victories. 

The Reds’ No. 1 draft choice in 1966, Nolan owns 
one of baseball’s best changeup pitches, Rival hitters 
marvel at it. 

Pitching Coach Larry Shepard calls Nolan “the 
most complete pitcher in the National League. There 
may be pitchers who have more pitches than Gary,” 
Shepard added, “but there are none who have three 
pitches over which they have complete control.” 

Nolan hopes the 1973 season dawns brighter than 
the 1972 campaign ended. He was bothered by a 
muscle irritation in his right shoulder over the final 
two and one-half months and made only six appear- 
ances after the All-Star game. 

The probable cause of the problem was laid to an 
abscessed tooth which was extracted in late September.

Darrel Chaney has learned to spray hits and this 
ability was reflected in his 1972 average. 

The Reds’ young shortstop batted .250 after he 
began playing against righthanders midway through 
the season. 

“The 1971 season at Indianapolis really helped 
me,” Chaney noted. “I did a lot of hit-and-run batting 
and a lot of spraying the ball. That helped me regain 
my confidence.” 

Darrel appeared to be a budding home run hitter 
in 1968 when he hit 23 for Asheville. But he quickly 
learned that major league fences are further away 
and pitching is tougher. 

Chaney had been a switch-hitter throughout his 
career, but last year went strictly lefthanded after the 
first month and one-half. 


david concepcion 


David Concepcion will be seeking to regain the 
batting eye he had in 1969 and 1970. 

The lanky Venezuelan shortstop batted .294 for 
Asheville and .341 for Indianapolis in 1969 and then 
hit .260 in his rookie year with the Reds. 

But the last two seasons Concepcion has fallen 
off at the plate, hitting .205 and .209. 

Reds’ hitting coach Ted Kluszewski thinks Con- 
cepcion can be a good hitter. “He has a chance to be 
a lot like Leo Cardenas,” Klu said, referring to the 
former Reds’ shortstop. “He won’t hit many out of 
the park, but he’ll hit them up the alley. 

Defensively, there is no question of David's 
ability. Coach Alex Grammas compares Concepcion 
to Roy McMiilan, the former great Reds shortstop. 


Relief 


pedro borbon 


Pedro Borbon combined with Clay Carroll and 
Tom Hall to give the Reds one of baseball’s best bull- 
pens in 1972. 

Borbon reeled off eight victories and collected 11 
saves in 62 appearances. 


He was at his best in the final two months of the 
season. Called upon 27 times, the Dominican Dandy 
registered five victories and added five saves while 
compiling a 2.95 ERA in the span. 

Borbon is blessed with a rubber arm. He can pitch 
every day. After working all summer, Pedro immedi- 
ately went to work in the Dominican League. He had 
nine wins and pitched 115 innings. 

“Just fantastic,’ Manager Sparky Anderson mar- 
veled. “As much as he pitches, you’d think his arm 
might fall off. But sometimes the more he works the 
better he gets.” 

Borbon really came out of nowhere to win his 
spot on the 1972 roster. He had spent most of 1971 
season with Indianapolis and went to spring training 
as a long-shot candidate.

Lefthander Tom Hall starts off the 1973 season 
with a seven-game winning streak, The hard-throwing 
southpaw reeled off a 10-1 record and 2.61 ERA in 
his first National League season. 

Hall came to the Reds in 1972 for Wayne Grang- 
er and quickly established himself as one of the fore- 
most relievers in the league. He was undefeated in 
relief, 7-0. 

“Tom has a quality that is absolutely great for a 
relief pitcher,” Pitching Coach Larry Shepard said. 
“He can throw his breaking pitches for strikes no 
matter what the count.” 

Hall also started seven games, hurling the Reds’ 
first complete game of the season, a three-hit win over 
St. Louis May 14. 

Tom had the club lead in strikeouts most of the 
year despite pitching considerably fewer innings. He 
fanned 134 batters in 124 innings. 

“Hall has such good stuff it takes the advantage 
away from the hitter,” Manager Sparky Anderson 
said. “It doesn’t matter if the hitter is righthanded or 
lefthanded.”

sparky anderson 


Sparky Anderson, manager of 
the Reds, is a man of many voices, 
as the pictures on these pages at- 
test. But most of all, Sparky speaks 
from the heart. 

It is one of the qualities that has 
made the “Gray Fox,” as some of 
his players now call their youngish 
(39) leader, so popular with fans 
and news media people alike. 

Ask Sparky Anderson a question 
and the answer won’t come out of 
the side of his mouth. He’ll look 
you straight in the eye and give you 
a straight answer. It’s a refreshing 
quality not found in everyone. 

While Anderson is neither hesi- 
tant nor fearful of speaking his 
mind, there is one area of the man 
where words are not necessary. 

The man’s record speaks for it- 
self. Sparky joined the Reds in 1970 
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and made his “rookie” season un- 
forgettable by running away with 
the Western Division and then tak- 
ing Pittsburgh three in a row to ad- 
vance to the World Series. 

A fluke? Beginner’s luck? Hardly, 
but there was a skeptic or two 
when Sparky’s second team, beset 
by injuries, fell apart and collapsed 
to a fourth place finish in 1971. 

Anderson had the answers for 
that—hard work, a new style of 
play and re-dedication to winning. 
The result was another National 
League championship in 1972. With 
two champions in three years, no- 
body talked about a fluke. 

They talked instead about Sparky 
Anderson, Manager of the Year for 
1972 and Man of the Year for any 
year. 


george foster 


George Foster was a “man of destiny” 
for the Reds in 1972. 


It was his run in the fifth game of the 
Championship Series that gave the Reds 
their second National League pennant in 
the last three years. 

Foster, who played only sparingly, ran 
for Tony Perez in the bottom of the ninth, 
He moved to second on Denis Menke’s 
single and then took third when Cesar 
Geronimo flied to right. 


With the count I-1, Foster raced home 
when Bob Moose uncorked a wild pitch. 


For the second straight year George 
belted a grand slam home run. His bases 
loaded shot came May 31 in the Asto- 
aot dome off Dave Roberts.

The battle for the 1972 championship 
of the National League was a tough, hard- 
fought, five-day struggle between the Reds 
and Pirates, rated by many experts as the 
two best teams in baseball. 

But for Cincinnati fans, the entire 
Championship Series was wrapped up in 
the two pictures on this page, two clicks 
of the shutter that occured a matter of 
minutes apart. 


The first, at left, was that never-to-be- 
forgotten home run by Johnny Bench, an 
unexpected off-field shot to right field 
leading off the ninth inning that tied the 
score in fifth and final game of the tense 
series. 

From the moment Bench swung his bat, 
the partisan fans were on their feet 
screaming. 

What they were screaming for was an- 
other run, which pinch runner George 
Foster is scoring, in the picture above.

After the exhilaration that erupted at the sudden, dra- 
matic ending of the Championship Series, the Cincinnati Reds 
thought nothing could dampen their joy. 

The Oakland Athletics, however, had other ideas and 
defeated Sparky Anderson’s team in the World Series, but 
it was the most tightly contested string of games in the World 
Series history. 

The Reds forced Oakland to a full seven-game route and 
six of the seven games were decided by one lone run, the 
first time that had ever happened in World Series play. 

Before Joe Rudi squeezed his glove around a fly ball for 
the final out in the seventh game, the gallant Reds had twice 
battled back from “impossible” situations to draw even. 

Gene Tenace, unheralded Oakland catcher who had hit 
only five home runs all season, rocked and shocked the Reds 
in Game One when he slammed two homers off Gary Nolan 
to account for a 3-2 victory. 

Rudi’s fantastic leaping catch at the wall, robbing Denny 
Menke, preserved Oakland’s 2-1 victory in Game Two. Never 
had a team lost the first two games at home and come back 
to win the World Series. 

But Jack Billingham gave the Reds a chance in Game 
Three at Oakland, pitching a three-hit masterpiece for eight 
innings before Clay Carroll came on to get the final three 
outs in a 1-0 Cincinnati triumph. 

When four consecutive hits in the last of the ninth let the 
A’s turn defeat into a 3-2 victory in Game Four, everyone 
“knew” the Reds were dead. Everyone knew but the Reds. 

Pete Rose brought his teammates back to life by hitting 
the first pitch of Game Five for a homer and eventually 
knocked in the winning run in the ninth inning for a 5-4 
success. 

Up until this point, every game had literally been in 
doubt right to the final pitch, but the Reds changed all that 
in Game Six, pounding out an 8-1 victory to even the Series 
at three games each. 

The impossible comeback remained impossible, however, 
when that man Tenace did it again in Game Seven, knocking 
in two runs and scoring the other in a 3-2 finale that had 
Reds’ fans uttering the classic words: “Wait until next year.”

Ross Grimsley is expected to be an outstanding 
pitcher for the Reds for many years to come. Game 4 
of the 1972 Championship Series is a prime example. 


The Reds needed a win to stay alive and Grimsley 
got the call. Relentlessly he disposed of the Pirates, 
firing a two-hitter in an 8-1 victory. 


On other occasions, too, in 1972, Grimsley’s per- 
formances were praised. 


“That kid was throwing as hard as any lefthander 
I’ve seen since Sandy Koufax,” umpire Chris Pele- 
koudas said, after Grimsley defeated Houston 7-1 
June 23. 


The 23-year-old southpaw finished with a 3.05 
earned run average. He was among the league leaders 
all season. His 14-8 record could have been better. 
Once he pitched 10 innings, allowing one run, but 
didn’t get the decision. Another outing he pitched 
nine shutout innings without a decision. 


Former Houston Manager Harry Walker was im- 
pressed by Grimsley’s ability. “He may be the best 
lefthander in the league with the exception of Steve 
Carlton,” Walker said. 


Grimsley didn’t make the club when the season 
started, opening up in Indianapolis. But he was cer- 
tainly on hand when the Reds clinched the Western 
Division title. He defeated the Astros 4-3 Sept. 22 
when the Reds wrapped things up. 


don gullett 


Don Gullett overcame hepatitis in 1972 and 
rallied to be the Reds top pitcher in the final two 
months of the season. 


The 22-year-old lefthander shook the bug and won 
five straight games in August and September. He 
sparkled with a 1.37 earned run average in seven 
straight outings and finished the regular season off 
in grand style with a one-hitter in his last start. 


Gullett was rocked in his first four starts, surren- 
dering 19 runs in 15 innings. A physical examination 
revealed hepatitis and it took the flamethrower almost 
three months to whip it. 


“The curve ball has been a hard thing for Don 
to learn,” Manager Sparky Anderson noted. “He just 
never could get what it’s all about. We tried just about 
everything and finally in September it started to come. 


“Sandy Koufax was about the best pitcher I’ve 
ever seen, but he didn’t become great until he learned 
to throw his curve over the plate. When he got two 
strikes on you he had you at his mercy. 


“Don has a chance to be the same way. If he can 
learn to get the curve and changeup over it will make 
pitching so much easier for him. He’ll reach the day 
when he can throw 70 fast balls, 20 curves and 10 
changes. That’s when he will really be something to 
watch.”

bobby tolan 


Bobby Tolan’s return to normalcy in 1972 had 
a strong bearing on the Reds’ return to the top of the 
National League. 


Playing as if he hadn’t missed a week—let alone 
an entire season—Tolan batted .283, knocked in 82 
runs and stole 42 bases in one of baseball’s greatest 
comebacks ever. 


The 27-year-old centerfielder missed all of 1971 
because of a torn Achilles tendon. Some said he’d 
never play again. At best he was figured to be only 
a part-timer in ’72. 

But Tolan appeared in 148 games—all but six— 
and was voted the National League’s Comeback 
Player of the Year. 


“The leg was sore at times,” Tolan confessed. 
“But I waited too long not to play. I didn’t want to 
come out of the lineup. After sitting around for 18 
months, I had to stay in there.” 

With Tolan in there, the Reds had the best one- 
two stolen base punch is baseball. Joe Morgan swiped 
58, giving the duo an even 100, the first time two 
players on the same club had stolen that many bases 
since Maury Wills and Willie Davis ran wild for the 
Dodgers in the early sixties. 
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Bobby vividly remembers the first time he tested 
his leg in the spring of 1972. 


“Sparky told me to take it easy. But I hit this one 
between the Philadelphia outfielders. I thought I 
would stop at second, but I knew I could make third 
so I went. I thought I would come in standing, but 
instinct told me to slide. So I hit the dirt, and for a 
moment I lay there expecting the worst. But I got to 
my feet and everything came up much bettér than I 
expected after that.” 


joe morgan 


Joe Morgan, the runningest man on the run- 
ning Reds, finished second in the National League 
stolen base chase in 1972 and now he has his sights 
set on third. That may sound like the slick and 
swift second baseman made a wrong turn on the 
bases and is more than a little mixed up. 

Not so. Morgan’s ambitions toward third have 
nothing to do with third place. It’s third base he’s 
after. Joe, whose small body is packed with bat- 
ting power as well as explosive fast starts, swiped 
58 bases last summer, a total second only to Lou 
Brock of the Cardinals. 

Nearly all of the steals, however, were of 
second base. Joe virtually ignored third base. That, 
he says, is a mistake he’s not going to make again. 

“When I see a chance to get third, I’m going 
to take it,” says Morgan. “That will make me a 
better player this year and even more valuable to 
the team.” 

Morgan was plenty valuable as it was, helping 
the Reds to the National League championship 
by getting on base some way or other an astonish- 
ing total of 282 times. That let him lead the league 
in runs scored, 115. 

Morgan has always maintained that he hasn’t 
—and won’t—steal bases just to be stealing. He 
takes off when he is confident he can make it and 
when it is important to winning the game. That 
won't change. 

Morgan became convinced, after a long talk 
with Maury Wills, the greatest base stealer of 
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modern times, that stealing third is a smart move, 
providing you make it. 

“Tt really helps the hitter to have a man on 
third, instead of second,” says Morgan. “When 
you're that close to scoring, it really changes things 
for the pitcher. He’s much more conscious of you 
and more hesitant about what pitches he will 
throw. 

“Besides, when you get to third it means you 
have a chance to score without a hit, without any 
hits all the way around the bases. And that’s the 
greatest thrill I can have on a day-to-day basis.”

cesar geronimo 


When you speak of the strongest arms in base- 
ball, the conversation must begin with Cesar Ger- 
onimo, the Reds’ young rightfielder. 

No one challenged his rifle more than once. He 
had 10 assists in 1972. It became a common sight for 
a runner to hold at third rather than try to score from 
second on a base hit to right. 

At the plate Geronimo showed immense gains. 
He batted .275 and contributed a key home run in the 
fifth game of the Championship Series. 

His hitting began to improve in July when he 
batted .329. During one nine-game stretch he batted 
459, 


“Tools he has,” Manager Sparky Anderson noted, 
“now it’s only a question of time.” 

Cesar’s baseball experience is extremely limited. 
He played no baseball prior to signing his first pro- 
fessional contract with the Yankees. He had been a 
softball player until his rifle arm was spotted one day 
in a tryout camp. 

The Yankees signed him on the spot and his career 
began in 1967. Houston drafted him from Class A to 
the major leagues in 1969 and then the Dominican 
native came to the Reds in 1972. 


richie scheinblum 


When the Reds acquired Richie Scheinblum from 
Kansas City last winter, they obtained a hitter with 
outstanding credentials. 

A switch-hitter, Scheinblum hit .300 last year and 
won a berth on the American League All-Star team. 
He was the AL’s leading hitter, in fact, for more than 
two months. 


Until 1972, however, Richie had always hit well 
in the minors but not so good in the major leagues. 
In his only other full season, 1969 at Cleveland, he 
batted .186 in 102 games. 

But he turned that around in 1970 and 1971. He 
won the American Association batting title two years 
in a row, hitting .337 at Wichita in ’70 and .388 at 
Denver in °71. 

Scheinblum has the ability to come off the bench. 
He was Kansas City’s most reliable pinch-hitter last 
season before five consecutive hits boosted him into 
the starting lineup in mid-June.

Clay Carroll is enjoying longevity that few relief 
pitchers ever attain. 


Carroll has ignored the rigors of daily pitching in 
the bullpen and has worked 330 games in the past 
five years. He seems to be as strong as ever. 


Take last year, for instance. He pitched in 65 
games to tie for the league lead and set a new major 
league record for saves, 37, in the process. 


He has been so good the past two years, he has 
been selected to the National League All-Star team, 
an unprecedented feat for a relief pitcher. 


Carroll was nearly untouchable for a two month 
period last summer. Between May 9 and July 2 Clay 
pitched 24 consecutive innings without allowing a run. 

He was especially tough against the Astros. He 
made seven appearances and didn’t allow a run. He 
was nearly as tough on Pittsburgh. The Pirates man- 
aged just one run in 10 innings. 

Carroll easily won the Fireman’s Derby in the 
National League with 43 points and he was honored 
by the Cincinnati Chapter of the Baseball Writers 
Association of America as the Reds’ Outstanding 
Pitcher of 1972.

If Roger Nelson picks up where he left off last 
year, he could very well be one of the National 
League’s top pitchers in 1973. 

The big righthander won nine of his last 10 de- 
cisions with Kansas City in 1972 and posted a 2.08 
earned run average, fifth best figure in the American 
League. 

He was stingy with the hits, too, He allowed only 
6,32 per game and enemy batters collectively hit only 
.196 against him. 

Nelson, acquired with Richie Scheinblum for Hal 
McRae and Wayne Simpson, has come a long way 
since 1971. Shoulder troubles hampered Nelson and 
he wasn’t even on the Royals roster when spring 
training began last year. 

He mad? his first start on June 30 and took off 
from there, twirling a one-hitter, a two-hitter, two 
three-hitters and two four-hitters. 

Nelson began his career with the White Sox and 
was later traded to Baltimore. Kansas City picked him 
No. 1 in the 1969 expansion draft.

Scherger spent 
18 years as a minor league manager, one of them 
directing a teenager named George Anderson who 
was in his first year as a pro. Kluzewski spent vir- 
tually his entire career in the majors as one of the 
most feared sluggers in the game.
